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Lt. J. Streig, Ace Pilot 
Visits Jaysee Recently

While engaged in that well-known game of ping 
pong, we were hastily approached by a J.C. student 
with the electrifying news that we were urgently wanted 


in the main office to interviews 


a former alumnus who is now 
an ace fighter pilot. Upon ar- 
rival at our destination, we were 
introduced to Lt. F. J. Streig, of 
the navy air corps, who was a 
member of Lt. Com. Blackburn’s 
famous “Skull and Crossbones” 
squadron which has established 
an unprecedented ratio of 12 Jap 
planes destroyed for every one 
of its pilots lost—this latter, ac- 
cording to a United Press dis- 
patch from Guadalcanal. 

After hearing all of this, this 
reporter was quite breath taken, 
for it isn’t every day that an am- 
ateur reporter gets to interview 
an ace plot. After cornering Lt. 
Streig in Room 1, we learned 
that he started his flying in Oak- 
land Air Base, then went to Dal- 
las, Texas, and received his wings 
at Corpus Christi. His squadron 
was in the South Pacific for six 
months, first went to Ondonga, 
and then to the Rabaul and Bou- 
ganville areas. Altogether they 
bagged 154 planes in the air and 
two were destroyed on the 
ground, sank five small cargo 
ships and 16 enemy barges car- 
rying troops and supplies. Lt. 
Streig is credited with five and 
one-half planes, and he also 
strafed a barge which held 50 to 
55.men, but when he got through 
the men had left, quite hurriedly, 
in fact. 

Besides being an ace pilot, Lt. 
Streig was also a track star while 
at J.C. He was on the Panther 
championship track team of 1940. 
He was also in the first class of 
C.P.T. that J.C. had and gradu- 
ated in ’42. Lt. Streig is on a 20- 
day leave at his home in Aromas 
and after that he will go to Jack- 
sonville, Florida, where he will 
instruct an operations’ squadron.
